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BETlER BRIDGES 


THE new concrete viaduct which car- 


ries the Rio Grande tracks over South 
Nevada Avenue will soon be finished, and 
the street reopened to traffic 
an event 


which will bring unusual joy to the many 
people, especially motorists, who have 
used that thoroughfare daily at the immi- 
nent risk of their necks. 
The old bridge 


was not merely utterly disreputable in ap- 
pearance but was positively dangerous, for 
the passageways open to traffic were e~- 
tremely narrow and the bridge itself was 
placed at an angle which threw the street 
out of line. 


It has required several years of per- 


sistent urging by the Council to induce the 
railroad company to malce this improve- 
ment, but the completed structure is worth 
all it cost in money and effort. 
And when 


it is finished, we hope that every taxpayer in 
Colorado Springs and El Paso County will 
scrutinize it carefully enough to realize how 
infinitely better, cheaper and wiser it is to 
spend money for such a bridge as this one 
than to fritter away public funds for flimsy 
wood and iron bridges which must be re- 
paired 
or • replaced 
after 
every spring 


freshet. 
True, most of the cost of the 


Nevada Avenue viaduct was borne by the 
railroad company, but both the City and 
the County have invested hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in bridges which are 
neither serviceable nor ornamental, and 
some of which are not even safe. 


The present horrible example is the 


Bijou Street viaduct 
It is nearly 600 feet 


long, ."fanning both Monument creek and 
the Rio Grande tracks, and it was built 
some twenty or twenty-two years ago ac- 
cording to the usual plan 
steel framework 


resting on doubtful .stone piers and with 
wooden floor. It has been a source of 
con- 


stant 
expense 
for 
repairs 
and 
main- 


tenance, for it carries a heavy traffic. 
Two 


months a£o, as everybody knows, the west 
end of this structure, spanning the creek, 
was washed out by a flood. 
Now it is for 


the Council to decide what sort of a bridge 


, shall be built to replace it.

\Ve earnesth hope that regardless of 


the present lack of available funds, the 
Council will have the courage and good 
sense to authorize nothing less permanent 
and substantial than a reinforced concrete 
bridge. 
It is not necessarv at the present 


time to remove the steel bridge which 
spans the tracks, but the new portion should 
be designed with a view 10 its eventual 
con- 


tinuation across the '.racks as one symmet- 
rical structure. 


I'ndoubtedh 
t h ; < will cri>' more than 


would be the case if the old wrecked steel 
bridge were replaced on new piers. 
Rut 


in the lung run it will be much cheaper. 
If 


the Council that was responsible for the 
Bijou Street viaduct twenty years ago or 
more had been blessed with foresight and 
wisdom it would have saved money for the 
taxpayers by building a substantial viaduct 
at that time instead of putting-op a flimsy 
makeshift. 
And this is true of the Coun- 


cil which only about ten years ago built the 
bridge over Monument creek at Huerfano 
Street, on which the City is now ^pending 
several thousand dollars for repairs neces- 
sitated by the same storm that washed out 
the Bijou Street viaduct. 


It will 
probably 
cost 
the City and 


County not less than $100,000 to repair 
the damage done 
by 
that 
one storm. 


Which is the more business-like course 
to spend money for new concrete construc- 
tion which shall be permanent, or to at- 
tempt to save by putting in more steel 
bridges which may be washed out again 
next year' 


EVERY INCH A KING 


EVERY great war knocks a few popu- 


lar heroes from their pedestals and raises 
up others who were previously unknown. 
Tht curo'pean war had not been in prog- 
mi more than ten days when it discovered 
a real fle*h-and-blood king of the kind 
we read about in history but seldom find 
in the flesh nowadays, a king who Is some- 
thing more than a royal figurehead.

tremely democratic in his sympathies and 
intent on two objects -divesting the Bel- 
gian court of the bad reputation that had 
clung to it from the previous reign, and 
developing his country. 


By birth King Albert is more German 


than Belgian, for he is related by blood 
to various German royalties. Likewise, his 
wife was a German princess, and it might 
have been supposed that he would feel the 
same kindly sympathy for Germany which 
more recently has caused trouble for King 
Carol of Roumania, 
who 
is himself a 


Hohenzollern. But when the Germans of- 
fered Albert a promise of heavy indemni- 
ties as the price of the violation of his 
country he stood up like a full-grown man 
and defied them. 
It meant the virtual de- 


, struction of Belgium in any event, and 


the absorption of that country into the Ger- 
man empire if Germany should win in the 
end. 
But it also meant the assertion of his 


own and his country's honor 
which evi- 


dently means something both to the king 
and his people. 


King Albert has lost nothing in stature 


in the subsequent developments. 
He has 


shown himself to be a good soldier and a 
highly capable executive. 
He has won the 


admiration of the entire world, and even his 
enemies, who at first spoke- contemptu- 
ously of the possibilities of Belgian resist- 
ance, now have a wholesome respect for 
him. 
He is a bigger man today than His 


Imperial Highness, Kaiser Wilhelm 11. 


THE ROAD FUND 


ONE of the best features of the law 


providing for a half-mill road tax levy, 
which is to be submitted to the voters tn 
the November election, is the provision to 
insure an equable expenditure of 
the 


money. 
Under the operation of such 


measures the taxes of each county are usu- 
ally turned into a general fund which is 
disbursed at the discretion of the highway 
commission. 
But the law now under con- 


sideration provides that each county is to 
have the benefit of its own taxes. 
For 


instance, every dollar paid into the fund 
by El Paso County will be spent here, and 
not in some distant part of the state where- 
its benefits to local people would be al- 
most nil. 


Another 
excellent 
provision is the 


method of taking care of Denver's contri- 
bution. 
Denver, of course, has no county 


roads, yet it has more than one-fourth of 
the population of the state, and under the* 
law would contribute about one-third, or 
$200,000 of the total of $600,000 which 
would be raised. 
There is nothing unfair 


in this arrangement, for probably one-half 
of the automobiles in the state are owned 
in 
Denver, 
and its' motoritts con- 


stantly enjoy the use of the state roads 
built and maintained with the Highway 
Commission's fund. 


But since Denver lus no roads of its 


own to be improved, it is provided that its 
share of the taxes will he spent in the other 
counties. 
By this mean? it will be possible 


to build substantial modern highways ir. 
the large and sparsely populated counties 
whose ,own share of the tax will, of course 
be relatively small. 


In Douglas county, for instance^ the 


revenues have never been large enough to 
enable the commissioners to keep the roads 
in proper condition, especially the portion 
of the Denver-Colorado Springs road be- 
tween Palmer LaTce and Littleton, amount- 
ing in mileage to more than one-half the 
distance between this city and the capital. 
It would hardly be fair to expect Doughs 
county to burden itself heavily for the main- 
tenance of a road which is really of greater 
use to the people living outside the county 
than to those who would pay the taxes. 
Hut under the provisions of the proposed 
'aw,, this case and many others like it could 
np satisfactorily handled.

When men went to war with clubs

magazine 'rifles, the artillery of any 
army played a much different part 
than it does today. The guns are a.« 
mobile aK the troops in (he present 
war; but in the pregunpowder days, 
and for many years afterward, heavy 
ordnance was stationary and Its use 
practically 
restricted to sieges and 


assaults on walled towns.
